Certain animal products, such 
as liver, heart, kidneys, and par- 
ticularly pork in its various forms, 
havea high content of vitamin 
B-1, and it is through the medium 
of these foods that people normally 
obtain this vitamin which their 
health requires,

reduced the quality of these meat 
products available to European 
people, but it has been found that 
vitamin B.1 can be added arti- 
ficially to flour and bread. This

Out of these different methods 
and experiments it is hoped that
